every Body now fees, with Pleafure, that all thofe 
Prudential and Political Confiderations, have given 
Way toa true Senfe of National Honour, and gene- 
rous Englifh Indignation. 

As foonas it appear’d the MERCENARIES We paid, 
were to be the MasrERs we mutt obey; when their 
Views were to direé&t our Motions, and their Fe ars 
to check our Victories ; the Britifh General, bred 
up in Camps, where Britifh Views, fupported by 
Britifh Valour, had been crown’d with deferv’d 
Succefs ; ever watchful over the Intereft, and jea- 
lous of the Honour of his Country, foon difdain’d, 
and quitted the inglorious Poft, which he found, he 
only nominally held ; and, regardlefs of his private 
Circumftances, facrific’d the great Profits he might

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
SWEDEN. 

Stockholm, Oct. 18. O.S. On Wednefday the 
12th Inftant, the Prince Royal of Sweden arriv’d 
at Carlsberg, about two Englith Miles from hence, 
where he refted himfelf two Nights. On Friday 
Morning, between Eleven and Twelve, his Royal 
Highness made his publick Entry into this Town = 
The Proceffion began at Carlsberg, in the follow- 
ing Order, Furft, three Troops of the Burghers of 
Stockholm, on Horfeback ; then came M. Lowen, 
the Deputy Marfhal, who was followed by the 
Grand Marfhal, Senator Akerheilm, the other 
Officers of the Court, and the Senators, who went 
to bring his Royal Highnefs over. Thefe were in 
ther own Coaches: After them came the Prince 
in one of the ee 7 Coaches, preceded by fix Pages 


and after them twelve other Coaches of the King’s, 
in which were the Officers and Gentlemen belong- 


ing to his Royal Highnefs’s Retinue. When his 
Royal Hichnets came near the Palace, he was fa- 
luted by the Regiment of Foot Guards, who had 


lined the Avenues leading to the Court, as the Tra- 
bants had done all the Apartments at the Cafile, to 
the Chamber of Audience, where the King, being 
under a Canopy of State, and furrounded by moft 
of the Senators, received his Royal Highnets. As 
foon as the Prince came into his Swedith Majefty’s 
Prefence, a Signal being made, the Cannons begun 
to fire from the feveral Platforms which had becn 
ere¢ted on this Occafion, and continued to do fo, by 
Intervals, as likewlfe Volleys of Small Arms from 
the Regiment of Foot Guards, ’till Evening, when 
the whole Town was illuminated, feveral Fireworks 
play’d off, and all other poffible Demenftrations of 
Joy given. Yefterday Ins Royal Highnefs the 
Prince took the Oaths to the Kiag, in the Prefence 
of the Senate, and the Deputies of the four Orders 
of the States. On ‘Thuriday laft General Keith 
arrived here, and the next Day was prefented to 
his Swedifh Majefty, “I'wo Days hence the faid Ge- 
neral propofes to go and fee the Ruffian Troops 
under his Command, which are arrived on the 
Coaft, diftributed into their Winter Quarters, 
3. & Bs Be 

Genoa, Oét. 19. Weare moreand more alarm- 
ed on the Subject of the late Treaty between the 
Queen of Hungary and the King of Sardinia; 
which however falutary to them, 1s like to be very 
deftructive tous. By this Treaty the King of Sar- 
dinia is to enter into immediate Pofleffion of the 
Marquifate of Final, which we purchafed from 
the late Emperor in 1713, for 1,200,000 Pieces of 
Eight. It is true, that the King of Sardinia is to 
repay us this Sum of Money before he takes Pof- 
fcilion of it; but then there is this unlucky Circum- 
{tance, that he infifts upon its being put in as good 
a Condition as when he received it; that is to fay, 
the Citadel, and its Fortifications, fhould be re- 
ftored, which we demolifhed ; the repairing of which 
will coft more Money than we are to receive, be- 
fides the dreadful Inconvenience of having fucha 
Fortrefs in our Neighbourhood, 

Genoa, O&. 24. ‘The Captain of an Englifh 
Man of War, fent hither by Admiral Matthews 
with Difpatches for the Britifh Conful, informs us, 
that the French have reinfore’d the Garrifon of 
Antibes with 1500 Men, that it may be able to 
do fome Bufinefs in cafe the Troops on board the 
Fleet fhould attempt a Defcent on that Side.
